The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed process of 
processing filament polyethylene yarn within the claimed inequality statements in air 
circulation that is in a turbulent state. Specifically, the 35 USC § 103(a) rejection is 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's Arguments and Declaration pertaining to forced air flow 
not explicitly being turbulent and the non-obvious difference in the heat transfer 
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coefficients between turbulent and laminar flow (see Applicant's Arguments filed 25 
June 2007, page numbered 12 at bottom, last partial paragraph through page numbered 
14 at bottom, partial paragraph at top and Supplemental Declaration of Sheldon Kavesh 
filed 25 June 2007, page 2, paragraphs numbered 1 and 2 and page 6, section II.
